Large Sums Devoted ih the Form of 
Grants for Educational Work 


In his latest annual report the Do-. 


minion Minister of Agriculture makes 
especial mention of the work that has 
been done as regards agricultural edu- 


cation directly with the help of. the . 


grant made under The Agricultural In- 
struction Act. After briefly review- 
ing the development that has resulted 
in the agricultural representative sys- 
tem, in the promotion of co-operation 
and marketing, in instruction in prae- 
tically every line of farming, in the 
growth of women’s institutes, in the 


formation of boys’ and girls’ clubs and ' 


school fairs, the report points out how 
the efficiency of the agricultural col- 
leges in each ‘of the provinces has 
been promoted and the establishment 
of vocational: agricultural schools en- 
couraged.

_- The World is suffering from such a situation today, because, on the whole, 
‘ less is being produced than before the war, but there 1s a relative over-produc- 
tion of farm products and raw materials. This is due, not.to conditions in 
America, but becausé of the fact that Europe, the world’s great manufactur- 
ing centre before the war, and the world’s great market for farm products 
and raw materials, has partially withdrawn from her pre-war position. She is 
turning out very much less of manufactured goods than before the war. She. 

is consequently unable to buy raw materials and farm products in normal 
volume from the United States and Canada. As a result there is depression 
not only in Europe but on this continent. We are, therefore, vitally inter- 
ested-in a revival of normal conditions in Hurope and in everything that helps 

or retards it. - SPeyty

and raw material producing countries; With such a revival their capacity to 
' absorb manufactured. goods would increase. ' 

At the present time with farmers and producers of raw materials unable 
to sell on profitable terms, they are also unable to buy in normal quantity. 
As Europe at present can only pay for farm products and raw materials with 
manufactured goods, we must accept such payment for our surplus products 
for export. The conclusion cannot, therefore, be. éscaped that, if a vigorous 
revival in Europe could be induced> with a resultant revival on ‘the part of 
our farmers and producers of raw materials, our domestic market for finished 
manufactures would also rapidly expand, and our own manufacturers would 
be much better off sharing an expanding market with European competitors, 
and would sell more goods and make larger profits, than. they will by having 
a stagnant-market exclusively to themselves.

Succeeded 


By Crown Prince George 
To Throne Of Greece 


Athens.—King Constantine, bowing 
to the will of the army and fiavy, has 
abdicated, and Crown Prince George, 
who married Princess Elizabeth of 
Roumania, becomes King of Greece, 

A street demonstration by promin- 
ent citizens acclaimed Venizelos and 
a republic.. There was some rioting 
and former Minister of Agriculture 
Sideris was wounded, 


Constantine twice occupied the]. 
throne of Greece. His first reign be- 
gan March 18, 1913, with the as- 


sassination of his father, George I., 
and continued until Jufie, 1917, when 
he was forced by the demands of 
Great Britain, France and Russia to 
abdicate because of his pro-German 
sympathies, . 

Iie was succeeded by his- second 
son, , Alexander, who was nominated 
,by the deposed monarch, and who 


had promised to carry out Constan- 


tine’s policies, despite Allied  de- 
mands to the contrary. For three 
stormy years Alexander reigned in 


name only. Then his tragic death 
in 1920, due to the bite of a pet mon- 
key, again turned: the spotlight on 
Constantine, wha had spent the inter. 
vening three years in exile with his 
large family. ‘ 

A plebiscite had shown that the 
Greek nation was insistent upon the 
return of Constantine to the throne, 
and while the Allied Governments cdn- 
tinued to exert every pressure at their 
command to prevent his, re-ascension, 
the former ‘King marched triumphant- 
ly into Athens and was crowned in De- 
cember, 1920, amid scenes of the wild-”
